SECURITY OFFICERS FOR THE HOLLYWOOD BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT 
DISTRICT/ ANDREWS INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 6801 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. 
SUITE # 169, HOLLYWOOD, CA. 90028. 


INVESTIGATION: 


DURING THE COURSE OF OUR DUTIES, WE WERE HAVING OUR CODE-7 AT 6282 
HOLLYWOOD BLVD. “FEAST KITCHEN & GRILL,” WE SAW A MALE ADULT 
HISPANIC, LATER IDENTIFIED AS SALVADOR ALEJANDRO ARELLANO, SLOWLY 
RIDING ON A BICYCLE, TRAVELLING EASTBOUND ON THE NUMBER TWO LANE 
OF THE 6200 BLOCK OF HOLLYWOOD BLVD. WHILE HE WAS RIDING THE 
BICYCLE, HE WAS DRINKING FROM A “211 STEEL RESERVE BEER.” HE THEN 
STOPPED HIS BIKE AND STARTED STEALING PARTS FROM ONE OF OUR BIKES, 
THAT WERE PARKED IN FRONT OF THE LISTED EATING ESTABLISHMENT. IT 
SHOULD BE NOTED, THAT THE BIKE IN QUESTION WAS PERSONALLY OWNED 
BY OFFICER ROSALES, AND WAS HANDCUFFED (TO AVOID THEFT) TO THE 
SCAFFOLDING IN FRONT OF THE BUSINESS. OFFICER ROSALES’ BICYCLE WAS 
HANDCUFFED TO THE OUTSIDE OF THE SCAFFOLDING AND FACING EAST. 


DURING THE INCIDENT I SAW S-ARELLANO TAKING SEVERAL ITEMS FROM THE 
HANDLE BARS (LIGHTS AND TOOL BAG), AND PLACING THEM INTO THE POCKET 
AREA OF HIS HOODIE SWEATSHIRT. I THEN RAN OUTSIDE AND YELLED AT HIM 
TO STOP. S-ARELLANO GRABBED THE BICYCLE AND ATTEMPTED TO STEAL IT, 
BUT SINCE THE BICYCLE WAS HANDCUFFED, WHICH DID NOT ALLOW HIM TO 
MOVE THE BICYCLE ANY FURTHER. I WAS THEN ABLE TO DETAIN THE SUBJECT 
AND ORDERED HIM TO PLACE HIS HANDS BEHIND HIS BACK. OFFICER 
ROSALES TOOK CONTROL OF HIS LEFT HAND AND I OF HIS RIGHT, AND WE 
PLACED HIM INTO HANDCUFFS WITHOUT ANY USE OF FORCE OR INCIDENT. 
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THE HANDCUFFS WERE LATER ADJUSTED AND DOUBLE LOCKED. 


IT SHOULD BE NOTED THAT THE BEER CAN WAS % FULL AND COLD TO THE 
TOUCH. 


ARREST: 

THE DEFENDANT WAS ADVISED THAT UNDER THE POWERS OF ARREST 
GRANTED UNDER 837 PC, HE WAS BEING PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS 
ARREST FOR 664/487 PC ATTEMPTED GRAND THEFT, AND 41.27 LAMC, 
DRINKING IN PUBLIC. I RADIOED OUR INCIDENT TO E40, SGT. REYES, AND 
ADVISED HIM TO NOTIFY LAPD FOR ASSISTANCE. 


DEFENDANT WAS THEN TRANSPORTED TO THE HOLLYWOOD POLICE STATION 
BY, LAPD OFFICERS 6X38, AGDEPPA #41000 AND MARTINEZ #40784, AND 
BOOKED UNDER INCIDENT NO. 14-1120003402, UNDER THE APPROVAL OF 
WATCH COMMANDER LT. MURRAY. IT SHOULD BE NOTED THAT FB3 OFFICER 
COX AND TRUJILLO, TRANSPORTED S-ARELLANO’S BICYCLE TO LAPD 
HOLLYWOOD DIVISION, WHERE LAPD OFFICERS AGDEPPA AND MARTINEZ 
TOOK POSSESSION OF IT.
